frequency In aircraft design, 
what applies in the past is oft­ 
en not practical today from a 
competitive standpoint.

Contrary to this, in boat 
design, the other extreme may 
often be true.

Myles Connolly, Jr., of 17418 
'Faysmith Ave,, and an engin­ 
eer at Douglas Aircraft's E' Se- 
gundo Division, offers proof of 
this contention.

Tokerau*
His "proof" is the "Tokerau."
Connolly, and two friends, in­ 

vestigated the field of ancient 
Polynesian sailing history, and 
from their findings have de­ 
signed and built a 32-foot out­ 
rigger, adapting it to a cen­ 
turies-old design.

The "TokeraV meaning 
"west wind" in Polynesian, U 
believed to be. the only ocean- 
racing outrigger in' the United 

, States. It was born of necessity 
and .fathered by a desire for 
practicability.

As commodore of the Malibu 
Yacht Club, Connolly and his 
friends were faced with the 
problem of trying to sail in an 
area where 'there is no natural 
harbor or permanent anchor­ 
age.

They concluded that the best, 
and most interesting, solution 
to their problem would be to 
adapt the outrigger design to a 
 ailing craft. Thus, the lack of 
harbor facilities at Malibu, 
where boats have to be launch­ 
ed through the surf, would be 
overcome by the light weight 
and Inherent seaworthiness of 
the outrigger design.

Connolly reports that this
type of design is ideal for sUch
conditions, and the craft can

 be surf-launched w 11 h » u t
swamping.

A friend, in Venice, provid­ 
ed a garage and the "Tokerau" 
Was built in six months, 

. Aiding- Connolly In the de­ 
sign and construction of the 
unusual craft were Warren 
Seaman, Santa Monica building 
contractor and boat enthusiast, 
and Duane SSmea, a merchant 
sailor and graduate of the U.S. 
Maritime Academy. According 
to Connolly, major d sign cre­ 
dit goes to Seaman.

Contrary to popular belief, 
the trio has been able to take 
the craft on long jau ts as well 
as off-shore sailing from Mali­ 
bu. The "Tokerau"'has com­ 
peted in the Ensenade race, 
and many trips have been 
made to Santa Catalina and 
the Channel Islands.

vmien racing, a crew of four 
Is necessary to handle the 
craft, and speeds of 15 knots 
have been attained.

The 32-foot "Tokerau" has a 
44-foot tall mast, without rig­ 
ging. Sails were made by Sea­ 
man's wife, and the sail poten­ 
tial adds up to a total of 1000 
square feet.

Connolly reports that .the
